The Catholic Intellectual 

Wide and independent reading habits are 
necessary, though oftentimes neglected, 
part Catholic education. Unless reading 
good books practice reinstated, the 
genuine intellectual can hardly devel- 
oped. However, must clearly understand 
the status and place the intellectual and 
the true meaning the word 
the concept intellectualism. Rev. Ed- 
mund Joyce, C.S.C., reaffirmed this need 
address the University Notre 
Dame faculty when warned that 
and foremost the constant danger 
substituting piety for learning.” 

Long before satellites whirled did Msgr. 
Tracy Ellis call for Catholic intellectuals. 
observed that the historian looks 
vain for higher evaluation and more 
understanding attitude toward the pursuits 
the mind among United States Catholics 
“who have shown more marked disposi- 
tion foster scholarship and honor 
intellectual achievement than have other 
Embarrassing the historical fact, 
cited Msgr. Ellis, that the American 
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Church, most the Catholic intellectuals 
have been converts who received their edu- 
cation predominantly Protestant schools. 
Helen White baccalaureate ad- 
dress Mount Mary College, 
applied this indictment concretely when 
she reminded that schools are not unwilling 
exalt athletic stars while the same 
time there reluctance recognize the 
honor students who are staunch heroes 
another fettle and felicity. The intellect, 
one highest gifts man, some- 
times actually does come for prodigal 
second place trophy Catholic schools. 


Intellect and Will Are Related 

That this may true could due 
part common misunderstanding about 
something basic the purpose Cath- 
olic education. The primary aims our 
efforts are the development the intellect 
and the training the will unto the per- 
fection The Age Christ the soul. 
However, the child himself must train his 
own will, for one can govern the will 
another. Teachers can provide suitable 
climate and environment for strong 
growth the child’s will, but the ultimate 
choices are all his own. the realm

Significant are the stories such intel- 
lectual giants Chesterton, Ole 
Ralvaag, and Hilaire Belloc. Chesterton 
graduated from high school with low 
per cent because, said, was too 
busy reading. Ole Ralvaag went home with 
note from his teacher asking that the 
lad dropped from school because 
would never learn read write. Ral- 
vaag’s subsequent education came from 
reading after immigrated America 
where feasted his nights away bor- 
rowed books. Belloc claimed that had 
choose between wide, free reading 
background and formal education, 
would have selected the reading first, last, 
and always. 


This was also true many other great 
men who youth seemed rebellious intel- 
lectual mavericks: Geoffrey Chaucer, Sam 
Johnson, Charles Dickens, William Thack- 
eray, and Winston Churchill. Examples 
likewise could cited philosophers, 
historians, any other kind scholars. 
For “youth does not get ideas; ideas get 
him” and books which will help the 
mind break through the thin wall dark- 
ness and bring the reader the vistaed 
bluffs where enabled interpret, 
enhance, and penetrate the very real wall 
which God’s creation and the gift 
environment. For books are 
companions and informants, they are reve- 
lations, prophets, and “sounding solitudes.” 
Thus, the library door could well have 
emblazoned bronze above it. shall 
know the truth and the truth shall make 
you free.” 


Readers Are Vanishing 

That America annually spends more 
money dogfood than books seems 
substantiate the accusation that our system 
education has ushered the “twilight 
era the printed books.” Or, what 
worse, Dan Herr reports, the two most 
currently popular books are destructively 
prurient. Or, according one poll, 
per cent Americans were reading 
1937 per cent 1952 with 
frightening low per cent 1958. 
These are facts which must give pause. 

Youth today, believing like its elders 
the inevitability progress and advance- 
ment born the calculated risk, has lost 
the inheritance that education which 
student, like Chaucer’s clerke Oxen- 
ford, prizes above all his possessions, his 
twenty volumes Aristotle his bedside 
bookcase. Thus does the sociologist David 
Reisman observe that “we are generation 
prepared for Paradise Lost who not 
know what with Paradise Found.” 
Our students will docile apprentices 
society stratified income and not 
moral and intellectual integrity. These un- 
imaginative, complacent, uncreative gradu- 
ates our schools but rarely understand 
the violence needed storm the kingdom 
heaven. This partially true because 
they know little about the Achilles 
power independent reading 
resultant independent thinking.

and love, pleasure and joy, knowledge and 
wisdom. 

Dylan Thomas wrote that “difficult 
beauty exacts price but beauty means 
anything will pay it.” And 
the teacher, the price wide reading 
program the burden just one more 
community tasks which only univac 
computer can calculate. The integration 
reading environment with every class 
the best foundation for developing 
reading-conscious student. Group readings 
the novel English class, where each 
student may read his own level will 
stimulate interest.

Good 
paperbacks, matter how they flood 
school will never decrease library circula- 
tion. Likewise, peripheral readings 
studies, science, and religion will 
taste for the kind reading which must 
“chewed and digested.”

Book fairs are popular and profitable 
Since they have taken such 
wide variety forms, let’s pull out the 
book fairs, and examine some 
these successful attempts acquaint chil- 
dren and parents with suitable selections 
for mental stimulation, information, and 
entertainment. 


Parish Sponsors Fair 

One that bears stamp approval tells 
parish study club that sponsored the 
fair. Promoters enlisted the interest and 
the aid students from the parish high 
school circulate among the booths, giv- 
ing little sales talks about the various 
books display, regaling patrons with 
well-prepared thumbnail sketches the 
books. that way fairly wide range 
covered; the students, members 
the school library club, felt proud 
sharing adult book movement, and 
parish activity. 

The apostolate spreading the good- 
reading word advanced several notches 
that group students living re- 
sponsibility, parents beginning 
proud and ending being readers, parish- 
ioners coming through loyalty 
maining through the lure good books. 

Publicity was given the school library 
this occasion, and desirable books for 
young adults were added the shelves 
where each student who participated was 
given the privilege selecting for the 
school library shelves bonus books his 
her choosing. 

English classes which these students 
were members also shared the profits. 
the book fair gave their 
which were really peppy 
reviews, before their classes, dress 
this way they “sold” some 
the books their classmates who wished 
enjoy the same reading pleasure that 
the book reviewers had experienced. 


Parents’ Guild Co-operation 


parents’ guild meeting was the scene 
another book fair, this one made pos- 
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sible through negotiations with dealer, 
representative many publishers. The li- 
brarians the school were welcomed 
the book dealer, who gave them free rein 
select many titles, and many copies 
each title, they chose. Selections fol- 
lowed the pattern good books for chil- 
dren: books for them read and books 
read them, and books for adults: 
recommended novels, biographies, and non- 
fiction, books interest certain cultural 
backgrounds and specific interests (for 
example, cook books demanded much in- 
terest) books for parents, cetera. 

The business arrangement made with the 
dealer was loan these books for dis- 
play. Several copies some surely de- 
sirable titles were stocked. These loans 
were tabulated the dealer, and settle- 
ment after the fair consisted payment 
within reasonable time return the 
books. Orders for other titles for more 
the same were taken the parents’ 
meeting and filled through the dealer 
the school librarian. The school library 
profited the school discount, with the 
consent the dealer, and the library 
profited, too, receiving gifts many 
the books purchased the parents. 
Some the books were presented im- 
mediately, some after the donors had read 
them. 


Holiday Fair Stimulates Interest 
Books 

Children’s books only were featured 
pre-Christmas fair. Parents visited the 
school library after school hours three 
afternoons, select worthwhile books for 
their children’s gifts. Such fair could 
spring activity and foster summer read- 
ing, too. 

The arresting display sold itself. Many 
parents who had least condoned comic 
books, they had not bought them, took 
second, and convinced look favor 
the attractive format 
stories display. The browsing corner was 
patronized adults who had slipped off

Storytelling Popular 

The theme another children’s book 
fair was story telling. Under the tutelage 
faculty member well versed this 
fine and lively art, seventh and eighth 
graders who volunteered for the under- 
taking prepared story tell primary- 
grade children. 

Some the raconteurs told the story 
without book, captivating their audiences 
with facial expressions, gestures, timing, 
all well planned bring out the absorbing 
story. Stories which the book was effec- 
tive point out pictures jingles 
exaggerated use words, were practiced 
until the storyteller could hold the book 
face the audience, turning pages and 
telling the tale, eyes audience, point- 
ing the pictures with animated explana- 
tions. Stories which were meant read 
were rehearsed until the young narrator 
could command the audience and sensi- 
tive reactions. Through this procedure, 
repetition one spot, extemporaneous ex- 
planations another, question, dis- 
cussion, substitution were possible. 

Groups younger children were enter- 
tained during lunch period, during story 
and library periods, for week. Culmina- 
tion this new approach storytelling 
was left the individual teachers. 

Circulation the library, out- 
growth this activity, was happily over- 
taxed, and many more than the primary 
groups began explore the possibilities 
stories for little ones! 

The training storytelling, 
creased appreciation literature, the prac- 
tice speaking before group, the oppor- 
tunity extemporize, project voice 
and personality, were conceded the 
faculty valuable experiences for the 
group who sponsored the book boosting. 
Books took greater value for the 
older students, well for the babies. 
From this venture another value arose: 
baby sitters, that new and unnumbered 
army which most teen-agers belong, be- 
gan look into the business really 
telling story their young charges. 


Book Forum Arouses Interest 

spark series PTA meetings an- 
other school adopted book discussions that 
vitalized these gatherings, where all mem- 
bers profited exchange views, 
more reading.

Radios and Rockets 


The intermediate and senior levels were 
equally interesting. The youngsters were 
all very natural and poised. Their personal 
interest superceded any embarrassment 
they might otherwise have felt.

Did say before might get “carried 
away”? Public relations had hit all-time 
high. Parents’ chests were bursting all seams 
(since each classroom held great science lore 
all the youngsters interested and who 
wasn’t)? The pastor was cloudtreading 
his dream-come-true, and the Sisters were 
exultant seldom much appreciation 
seen and spoken. Most rewarding, think, 
were the youngsters themselves, who knew 
they had done fine job and probably for 
the first time were realizing how much joy 
can found accomplishment. 
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CALIFORNIA DEFEATS PROPOSAL 
TAX THE PRIVATE SCHOOLS 


Exemption from taxation 
form state aid the usual sense 
encouragement held out the State 
private persons private corporations 
establish maintain institutions 
which are benefit the 
Charles William Eliot (1874). 

California, trust, has finally set- 
tled the problem the taxation 
nonprofit private schools overwhelm- 
ingly defeating the proposal tax such 
schools referendum the Novem- 
ber, 1958, election. This time the meas- 
ure was defeated more than 1,600,- 
000 vote little less than 
4,000,000. The proposal for exemption 
was defeated 1926 and again 
1932, and was won the narrow vote 
70,000 1952. The proponents 
taxation apparently thought that this 
was not decisive enough vote, they 
tried again certainly 
obtained decisive vote. 

This final decision accord with 
the American tradition and the practice 
all other states. Article the 
California constitution has provision 
exempting property operated colleges 
but has provision for secondary and 
elementary schools. 

The situation the States may 
briefly summarized: thirty-six states 
have explicit constitutional provisions 


regarding tax exemption, provide di- 
rectly for exemption private school 
property, and provide explicitly for 
property used for schools for educa- 
tional and charitable purposes.

The Retarded Child 
Can Enjoy Reading

Perhaps the youngsters who make the 
greatest demands the precious time and 
almost infinite patience busy teachers 
and librarians are the retarded learners. 
doubt often think, certainly 
must love them very, very much, because 
made many them.” But precisely 
this group individuals urgently needs 
your help, encouragement, 
Like all other learners they, too, have 
right the culture that their American 
heritage. Until recently very little was 
done for these poor “forgotten children” 
with the low The trend thought 
was, “Since they are intellectually deficient, 
they can’t learn read. Why waste time 
them?” 

the worldly, materialistic mind, the 
retarded child exemplifies waste God’s 
creative power. Our modern space age 
which places such emphasis mental 
alertness, often shuns ignores the per- 
son whose only affliction inability 
think and act fast most moderns. The 
greatest handicap the intellectually de- 
ficient child not his low mentality, but 
the public’s lack tolerance, sympathy, 
and understanding. Society general, and 
the family particular, must educated 
accept the retardate with all his in- 
adequacies and limitations. They must 
look upon him neglected resource 
whom lie dormant many potentialities. 
True, mentally deficient children cannot 
exceed their limitations, but adding 
much love, joy, and sunshine their 
lives the best that them can 
brought out. Doctor Abraham Levinson 
states his book, The Mentally Retarded 
Child, “It surprising how much one can 
salvage out what appears human 
wreck.” 


Teach Them Read 
Therefore, even though these children 
have hope recovery, even though 
they will need special educational advan- 


tages, even though many them will need 
supervision some type long they 
live, they must given the best training 
and care that our society can afford. 
Although the education 
tarded children may differ quantity, 
must never differ quality. You may 
sure that retarded children will make gal- 
lant efforts live the expectations 
others. Their many fine qualities and 
characteristics such willingness learn, 
eagerness please, and lovable personal- 
ity traits, will aid them considerably this 
respect. 

How then, can the intellectually deficient 
child helped live full, rich life? 
How can made feel less con- 
spicuous and more acceptable his com- 
munity? The slow learner person, 
not just category. His dignity child 
God and member the Mystical 
Body Christ needs upheld. His 
inherent worth, apparent God, must 
made apparent himself. must 
made feel that others love him and care 
for him. must see that others are will- 
ing spend time with him. Librarians have 
wonderful opportunity fulfilling this 
need through the story hour. All children 
love stories and the retarded child 
exception. anticipates the story hour 
eagerly any other child his age. During 
this time books his interest level can 
read. Besides expanding reading interests, 
the story hour makes reading seem easy. 
Many times you will notice that the book 
you have just read the children the 
one for which everyone will make wild 
dash soon has been replaced 
the shelf. They will find great delight 
trying read over and over again. 


Find Attractive Books 


However, our aim have children 
read their own, must make reading 
attractive for them. The child must want 
read before will take the time 


trouble learn how. must con- 
vinced that reading fun. Far too many 
children think reading the hardest 
and most unpleasant work the day. 
There are some children who will never 
read outside school they can avoid 
it. The only cure for this situation 
make sure that there some reading 
every day for every child. This means tha: 
for every child there must books tha: 
can read and books that wants 
read, books that will enjoy having with 
him when has several free minutes 
spare. The importance reading 
leisure time activity cannot emphasizec 
too strongly. great preventive the 
bad fruits idleness. There 
mental hygiene value connected with th: 
reading good books, too. 
books can help satisfy some the 
emotional, material, and spiritual needs 
the child. While they entertain him 
profitable and happy manner, they are 
supplying clues better understanding 
himself and other people. 

The greatly limited interests and ex- 
periences retarded children are evident. 
Their slow moving minds cannot grasp 
the details situation. Nor can they 
make fine distinctions, associations, com- 
parisons, generalizations. Still, they 
must kept mentally active 
sible. New interests and new experiences 
must stimulated through wholesome 
reading. living these experiences vicari- 
ously, they will enriching their person- 
alities and supplying for any restrictions 
opportunity due the fact that they have 
not developed normal intelligence. The 
teacher librarian who assists selecting 
good books for the retarded child, help- 
ing him upbuild rehabilitate 
personality. 


Simple But Not Childish Books

That the chil- 
dren comply with these regulations evi- 
dent from the fact that many the older 
children who are fond wholesome read- 
manage read and enjoy one book 
The basic needs retarded children are 
way different from those normal 
children. All children, bright dull, fast 
slow learners, dream being 
sife, comfortable, wise, and wealthy. They 
admiration. often the re- 
tirded child, intense feeling insecur- 
found. Perhaps overprotective par- 
ents impede his progress dampen his 
initiative. may feel unwanted un- 
loved. Hidden hostilities due feelings 
rejection may lurk his mind. Constant 
fear failure, manifested shyness 
and isolation adds the insecurity the 
already perplexed child. improvement 
expected, these feelings must give 
way self-respect and self-confidence. His 
sense personal worth must increased 
and sustained. order achieve this 
each retarded child must experience 
all the success normally can that 
will maintain his own self-respect and win 
the respect others. Never should 
subjected unnecessary failure and hu- 
with his difficulties, and thus conquer 
them. The sense victory should come 
from personal conquest and should not 
dependent upon the successes failures 
his companions who are normally intel- 
ligent. Most retarded children are incapable 
doing number things well, but 
chances are that one child will 
equally low all abilities. fact, one 
child may some particular thing ex- 
ceptionally well.

Books Hobbies 


Recently read boy who seemed 
hopeless pupil. Although had not 
‘een diagnosed mentally deficient, 
‘ad failed consistently every department 
varied program. One day while was 
the library, sulking, the librarian asked 
him what kind book would choose 
himself. said, “Pigeons.” The 
answered, have just the thing 
for you,” and handed him booklet deal- 
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ing with the breeding pigeons. 
building this pigeon interest, the boy 
was soon won over. never became 
brilliant scholar, but least did suc- 
ceed making himself into happy, use- 
ful citizen. 

Many our children are victims this 
pseudo-feeblemindedness. Intense self-con- 
sciousness, lack confidence, and de- 
featist attitude may give superficial pic- 
ture mental deficiency, although the 
direct opposite may true. Perhaps there 
normal near normal intelligence. 
Many times physical handicaps emo- 
tional difficulties may produce state 
seeming retardation. Severe illness early 
childhood may have delayed, but not pre- 
vented mental development. Defective 
speech may have slowed down progress 
oral abilities, but not have prevented de- 
velopment non-oral abilities. Other con- 


that give the appearance mental 


deficiency are the influence sedatives. 
frequent petit mal attacks, and emotional 
blockings. True mental deficiency cannot 
cured. Neither the victim pseudo- 
feeblemindedness cured. can, however, 
aided make adjustment that per- 
mits more nearly accurate measurement 
his intellectual capacity. The thick wall 
which hinders him from attaining many 
necessary skills, understandings, and atti- 
tudes must penetrated and eventually 
broken down. Perhaps there one big 
interest this child’s life. this 
must capitalize. Don likes pigeons. Fine! 


can keep mentally alert reading 
and planning and talking about pigeons. 
Ann likes cook. Good! Let her read 
the newest developments this art. There 
are many recipes that she will enjoy trying 
once she has read about them. And for 
the other Toms, Joes, and Marys, there 
are many hobby books available today. 
The craze has helped 
stimulate interest variety crafts. 
Perhaps reading for some retarded child 
seemingly retarded child could chan- 
neled along this line. Incidentally. books 
with large, clear illustrations prove most 
beneficial.

Soon afterwards the teachers began tell- 
ing unfinished stories. was the 
boys find out what happened once 
General Meade saw the Confederates lin- 
ing for attack Gettysburg.

take out another book immediately after 
finishing one. When was whispered about 
that several boys had “read four books 
already” the others wanted keep 
record their titles too. These they 
printed the side their progress charts. 
They could read these “free time books” 
without disturbance for entire period 
every Friday. the end the year the 
average number books read per pupil 
was 22. One boy had read 34. 


Students’ Co-operation 

One day each week was given voca- 
bulary and one day paragraph compre- 
hension. The other two periods were spent 
work with controlled reading films and 
tachistoscope. Boys who had particularly 
outstanding defects paragraph compre- 
hension vocabulary were helped indi- 
vidually during study period while 
the others were engaged free reading. 
Several boys asked use the reading 
accelerators during their study time. Boys 
who needed special help comprehension 
seemed only too happy take workbook 
home when was suggested them. The 
teacher corrected this work the following 
day. Each student was told his greatest 
weakness and every small gain, once re- 
corded the progress chart, seemed 
give great confidence and encouragement.

Put him the staff 
the school paper and let him collect 
ads.” These and similar remarks princi- 
pals and superintendents indicate they 
not understand the purpose the real 
values school newspaper. Apparently, 
they consider mere tor idlers 
dullards who are ineligible for the so- 
called “solid” subjects. Or, they regard 
hobby for few students. 

Again, principal will tell teacher, 
“You know have the school paper 
this year.” “But I’ve never even read 
book journalism,” the teacher protests. 
someone has take it, and you’re 
English teacher.” educator would 
consider teacher eligible direct the 
band because she taught violin voice. 
school would hire drama coach who 
had not had some training experience 
dramatic art, and certainly principal 
would offer contract football coach 
who had never studied the game. But 
the field school publications, adminis- 
trators seem little concerned about whether 
the “coach” has had any particular train- 
ing, experience, qualification. They seem 
have the idea that the students collect 
the news, the adviser corrects the grammar 
and spelling, and the printer does the rest. 

Again, students try out for music, dra- 
matics, and athletics. The applicants are 
screened. But too often they are “put” 
into journalism class the staff 
school publications because they have 
put somewhere. happens 
too, that administrators consider the paper 
luxury. There money for musical in- 
struments, band suits, stage properties, and 
course athletic equipment, but none for 
school paper. Funds cannot wasted 
toy for the amusement few who like 
“fool around with things.” 


Journalism Educational 


Contrary these current beliefs and 
practices, journalism and the school paper 
are definitely useful and valuable not only 
the student and the school, but the 
community well. activity the high 
school offers the student more opportunity 
for character and personality development 
than journalism. The page editors must use 
tact dealing with writers. Writers must 
learn write and rewrite according sug- 
gestions and criticisms the editors. All 
must co-operate with the editor-in-chief 
and the adviser. The absolute need 
meeting the deadline teaches perseverance 
and punctuality. Proofreading, fitting the 
galleys the dummy, writing head lines 
and cut lines, develop attention details. 
Working together toward common goal 
getting out worthy publication and 
without friction teaches students the fine 
art getting along with people. 

Chances talk with important people. 
work with business men the produc- 
tion something worthwhile, promotes the 
student’s growth and achievement. Most 
these contacts, perhaps, will through 
advertising. Here must convince him- 
self and then the business man that adver- 
tising the school paper not merely 
gesture good will, but investment. 
investment and not donation, the student 
should discourage re- 
quests. should ready with sugges- 
tions for attractive sales bait. For ex- 
ample: “Time Out Joint? Let Bud 
set right. Bring your timepiece 
The store the sign 
the clock.” the young lady wanting 
formal for the prom the following should 
helpful. “PROM AID. ladylike 
our Marylike Such ads really 
stimulate trade and these business contacts 


are character builders. They spur initiative, 
able characteristics for one who would 
succeed life. 


Writing and Thinking 

Another important value journalism 
that teaches young people think 
clearly and write convincingly. affords 
opportunity for self-expression, test 
their ability get their ideas across 
the reader. Seeing their own 
print, knowing that read not only 
fellow students but many outsider: 
powerful motivation. Best all, these 
benefits are not seasonal but 
educational force throughout the year.

Any number boys and girls, couples, 
boys only, girls only, may take part 
this Flag Drill. 

Flags: American flags should used for 
this drill. The size the flags should 
about twelve inches sixteen inches. The 
sticks below the bottom the flags should 
cut off eight inches length. This 
length will insure firm grip the sticks 
and will not interfere with the clothing 
the performers. 

Each performer carries two flags, one 
each hand. 

“Carry Flags”: this position the flags are 
held the sticks, one flag each hand. The 
arms are down the sides with the flags 
pointing upward. The sticks are held like 
pencils with the ends the sticks pointing 
downward. 

“Starting The arms 
upward that the hands are close the 
shoulders. The arms are held slightly back- 
ward permit freedom the chest. The first 
finger placed flat the stick the flag 
with the tip the finger about one inch 
from the bottom the flag. The lower part 
the stick the groove the hand. The 
flag points upward; and the stick must 
continuous line with the forearm. 

“Hand Hip”: Hold the flag the

JESUIT EDUCATORS 
COMMEND BASIC PRINCIPLES 
DEFENSE EDUCATION ACT 


The presidents the Jesuit colleges and 
universities the United States their meet- 
ing, January 4-6, Rockhurst College 
Kansas City, Mo., have adopted the following 
statement: 

The months that have elapsed since the 
passage the National Defense Education 
Act 1958 have provided opportunity for 
deeper the implications the 
Act and the series cosmic events which 
were the occasion for its passage the 
Eighty-fifth Congress. The Jesuit presidents 
commend the basic principles upon which this 
act firmly grounded. Some these are that 
the best interests the nation require “the 
fullest development the mental resources 
and technical skills its young men and 
women,” that “additional and more adequate 
educational opportunities made available,” 
that efforts must increased “to identify and 
educate more the talent our nation.” 

The presidents praise particular the edu- 
cational aims the Act insure that “no 
student ability will denied oppor- 
tunity for higher education because financial 
need” and “correct rapidly possible 
imbalances our educational programs which 
have led insufficient proportion our 
population educated science, mathematics 
and modern foreign languages and trained 
technology.” achieving these aims through 
program increased federal assistance, the 
intent Congress preserve the principle 
local control over and local responsibility 
for education especially worthy com- 
mendation. 

Each Jesuit collegiate institution purposes
